DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 and 8-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record and to the examiner's knowledge does not teach or render 
obvious, at least to the skilled artisan, the instant invention regarding an LED lamp with 
an LED chip covered by a substantially hemispherical light-transmissive member 
wherein the upper surface portion of the substantially hemispherical light-transmissive 
member is arranged so as to define an angle of at most 15 degrees with respect to an 
optical axis that perpendicularly extends through the LED chip. 

Regarding independent claims 1 and 12, Galli (US Pub. No. 2004/0032728 A1 ) 
discloses in Fig. 8, a LED chip (#14 in Fig. 8 and in If [0021]); a reflector with a reflective 
surface that reflects the emission of an LED chip at least partially (#12 in Fig. 8 and in If 
[0021]); and a substantially hemispherical light-transmissive member (#16 in Fig. 8 and 
in U [0021]) that covers the LED chip, wherein the surface of the substantially 
hemispherical light-transmissive member includes an upper surface portion (area 
adjacent to #104 in Fig. 8) located over the LED chip and a side surface (#100/102 in 
Fig. 8 and in If [0027]) portion located below the upper surface portion, at least a part of 
the side surface having a lower transmittance that the upper surface portion (#100 is 
reflective plating preventing the transmission of light). 
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Galli is silent about an LED lamp wherein the upper surface portion of the 
substantially hemispherical light-transmissive member is arranged so as to define an 
angle of at most 15 degrees with respect to an optical axis that perpendicularly extends 
through the LED chip. Additionally, Galli alone, or Galli in combination with any other 
prior art of record, does not render claim 1 or claim 1 2 obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. 

Due to their dependency, claims 2-6, 8-11, 13 and 1 4 are necessarily allowable.
